PASSENGERS INJURED 


An alarming, bi but fortunately 
not ‘fatal, accident occurred’ on 
Saturday: on the Kowloon-Canton 
Railway, when the électric’ trkin 
(No, 22), en route from the ter- 
minus to Shamchuii, was derailed 
at a point between Shatin’ and]. 
Taipo, 10 miles from Kowloon,’ 

The coach was wrecked, and the 
escape of ‘the passengers almost 
miraculous.. Two Europes were 
injured, one a lady, but both 
pluckily “‘carried‘on” as bak they 
were able, refusing all offers of 
assistance.’ Their names were not 
obtainable,’ : and it ia . presumed 
eae they’ did not wish to give 


Traffic on the line was. com- 
pletely suspended for over. two 
hours, after which trains were 
run to: either side of the wreck 
and passengers changed over, 

Ambulances ‘and motor-cars 
were rushed to the scene, but 
happily were not needed, The 
wrecking’ gang were early at 
work, and by 7 p.m. the line was 
clear for through traffic. 

The accident was singularly 
troublesome, .in view of the in- 
creased traffic due to the Fanling 
Race ‘Meéting. 

Tha coach, which . waa des- 
patched from ‘Kowloon at 2.45 p.m. 
left Shatin with 19 passengers, 
Including three uropean ladies, 
and five or six Chinese. Some of 
the company. were golfers, but the 
| majority were going out for the 
week-end In the country. 

The accident occurred in the mld- 
dle of a omall cutting, with high 
banks on elther side.. The line

“At 11,500 feet we began to suf- 
fer from mountain sickness, and 
rested two days to acclimatis2 our- 
selves. At Pieter’s Hut, 16,000 feet

barren and rocky wilderness, and 
few climbers, have got beyond this 
point. All except four of our 
porters, though belonging to a 
mountain tribe, succumbed: to the 
- vpteknesa, and we had to go forward 
‘with the minimum of “supplies. 

Four miles mor: took us. to the’ 

plateau which stretches for five 

miles between the peaks, and we 
finally renched the caves of 

Nydmbi Na Mungu, ‘the house of 

God.” as the natives call them. —. 

““There then remained. the 4,500 

fezt—over the height of Ben Nevis 

—to the ridge across the crater 

of Kibo. - After a terrible night of 

cold, and a sdanty meal of beans. 
and a little tea at dawn, wa began 
our last lap. 
gradual, but the rarefied air over 
the loose voleanic ash and scoria 
in which we were sometimes knee- 
deep, macs rest “necessary every 
fow feet.
